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REMARKS 

This Application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action mailed, 
August 12, 2004 ("Office Action"). At the time of the Office Action, Claims 1-20 were 
pending in the application. In the Office Action, the Examiner allows Claims 6-9. The 
Examiner rejects Claims 1, 10, 15, and 18-20; and objects to Claims 2-5, 11-14, and 16-17. 
Applicants amend Claims 1, 3-5, 9, 10, 12-13, and 18. Applicants cancel Claims 2 and 11 
without prejudice or disclaimer. Applicants add New Claim 21, which adds no new subject 
matter. 

Applicants note with appreciation the Examiner's acceptance of the drawings filed on 
December 10, 2001. 

Rejections and Objections 

The Examiner rejects Claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,920,220 issued to Takao et al. ("Takao"). The Examiner rejects Claims 10, 15, 
and 18-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takao. The Examiner objects 
to Claims 2-5, 1 1-14, and 16-17 as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but indicates 
that these claims would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicants amend Claim 1 to 
include the limitations of objected Claim 2. Applicants amend Claim 10 to include the 
limitations of objected Claim 11. Applicants add New Claim 21 to recite the limitations of 
Claims 10, 15 and objected Claim 16. All of these amendments are in accordance with the 
Examiner's suggestions regarding objected claims. For at least these reasons, Applicants 
respectfully request reconsideration and allowance of Claims 1 and 10, all of their respective 
dependent claims, and New Claim 21 . 
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CONCLUSION 



Applicants have made an earnest attempt to place this case in condition for allowance. 
For the foregoing reasons, and for other reasons clearly apparent, Applicants respectfully 
request full allowance of all pending claims.
